vestigation one of wide extent. The re­ 
ports would be called for in the sys- 
aion of 1921, when the proposed cdh-1 
atitutional revision commission would 
also report. The ground is taken that 
conditions are of such a character that 
enactment of 
laws to create certain 
systems or make changes would be in­ 
advisable, as they might have to be 
changed in a few years.
